A novel method of washing loco- 
motives has heen adopted by the 
Canadian National Railways, Instead 
of being washed by hand, the engines 
are passed through and under a hoop- 
like washing frame fitted with spray 
nozzles.

The Holy Land 


The following article, concern- 
ing a visit to the Holy Land, is. 
the first of a series of articles 
written on that subject by M. C.

Dear Editor: 


I received a letter today from my 
old friend, Rev. A. J. Robinson, of 
Prunty, Ritchie county, asking if I 
would write a few articles on my 
trip to the Holy land and other points 
of interest overseas, which I will 
gladly do, providing you will be so 
kind: as to publish it in your valu- 
able paper, 


To begin: I went from my hotel 
“Paramount” to the wharf 30 minut- 
es before the ship was to sail, This 
was on January 26, at 12 o'clock 
noon.
